Even tu ally , this proced u re wou ld help the 
U.S. by sharply in creasin g the in come of the 
ben eficiary cou n tries an d makin g them in to 
pi^en tial m arkets for American crops

good s. Mean while the experien ce gain ed abroad

atomic reactors wou ld he extrem ely vslu able 
in speed in g cost red u ction s an d techn ological 
im provem en ts.

! 4al gains were made when b(Hh 
lends of grasses were used. Also 
t ie pssture season was length­ 
ened and gracing was furnished 
during the season of little growth 
nf the cool season grass. In two 
years out of six, because of cli­ 
matic conditions, the brome grass 
furnished no grazing during the 
months of July and August. 
Where SO pounds of nitrogen was 
applied per acre of brome graaa, 
the carryinf capacity waa almoat 
doubled and total gain per acre 
increaaed. The daily gain per ani­ 
mal waa about the same.

Arnold said this finding la Im­ 
portant for all dairymen aa they 
prepare now for the spring and 
summer pasture sea.son. At the 
beginning of the pa.sture season 
substantial hay and grain feeding 
is essential to k eep the milk from 
dev eloping

asso­ 
ciated with grazing on young grass 
and legumes. It also may be used 
to help guard the cows against 
bloat or other troubles when they 
change from barn feeding to lush 
Howev er, some 
hsy and grain feeding Is also 
needed through th# summer to 
Disintain production. 
He said that whra a cow la 
producing 25 pounds or mort of 
milk per day, she can’t eat enough 
pasture In a day to malntato her 
body weight and produce that 
much milk too. 
A satisfactory grain mixtura for 
cows at this lev el or higher on 
good to excellent pasture, he said, 
i s : r»(W pounds of corn and cob 
meal, 450 pounds of ground oats 
and 50 pounds of bigh-protein sup­ 
plement. Each cow wtU need t 
pound of this mixture for each 5 
or 6 pounds of milk she la pro­ 
ducing.

The Federal Reserve Board Fri­ 
day nifht boosted margin require­ 
ments from (W per cent in a move 
designed to check the use of credit 
on the rising stock market. This 
was the seccmd such increase in 
less than four months. On Jan. 5 
the board raised margin require­ 
ments from .% to 60 p er cent. 
The new increase was announced 
after the stock ex changes had end­ 
ed trading for the weekend. 
Dip Forecast 
First reaction on Wall Street was 
a forecast that the market p rob­ 
ably decline when It rec^ns Mon­ 
day, then recover a few days later. 
One observer said the increase is 
“ not large enough to change the 
course of the market.” 
Many stock brokers had been 
ex p ecting the incresM with the ri.se 
in credit buying. Some Said they 
had ex p ected the new requiremnt 
to be 75 p er cent. 
Keith Funstwi, p resident of the 
New Vork Stock Ex change, p ledged 
in a statement that the “new credit 
restriction will of course, be ob­ 
served meticulously” by the mem­ 
bers of the ex change. He added: 
“ we realize, erf course, that the 
Federal Reserve Board is just as 
cemcemed as the stock ex change 
is with maintaining share owner­ 
ship (rf American business on a 
sound credit structure.” 
Reserv e bo ard fig ures sho w that 
credit in sto ck p urchasing recent­ 
ly hit new hig hs. 
At the end o f March, custo mers 
o wed sto ck brcrfceni and dealers a 
to tal o f $2 ,65 2 ,000,000 o n marg in 
acco unts. This was the hig hest lev ­ 
el in tha 2 4 y ears such reco rds 
hav e been kept. On April 2 0 Fed­ 
eral Resm'v e member bank lo ans 
to bro kers and dealers in
